NEW YORK witnessed* a religi­ 
ous ceremonial yesterday, such as 
had not been set, outside of Italy 
or Spain, for a century.

Mrs. Pearson was discovered lying 
across a bed, bleeding profusely, by 
State Law Officer McClumb, when he 
went to serve a subpoena for her at­ 
tendance at court instants. 
She was conscious but refused to 
talk. The officer ordered her removal 
to the hospital. The woman had lost 
much blood, but the jugular vein had 
pot been cut. 
Mrs. Pearson is about 25 years of 
age and is described as a very beau­ 
tiful woman. 
After she had been removed to the 
hospital, her husband joined her there, 
although he was under subpoena to 
appear in court.
